What ſtiould Pſpeake 
of Thales Mileſi the firſt, that among the 


Grecians was called opts as Diogenes Laertius - 
teth, was alſo the fieſta them, that ſcarcling out 
the ſecrecies, and miſteries of Astrologie: Both fotetold 
the conuerſions, anctettipſes of the Sunne, xs Eudernus 
witneſſeth in his Aſtrological! hiftorie; and found out 
ſa minor with har litle ſtarres, whereby the Phernices 
dire their nauigation, as Callimachus teſtifieth im his 
Greeke verſes : and foreſecing a verie great dearth-of 
olmes, and there 2 to ſhewe,, howe raſie a 
matter it was for Philo rs to grow rich, gat into hit 
hands by a reaſonable price; all the oliue gardens in Mi- 
letum, and Chium, the winter before, whereby after- 
ward making his -owne price at his pleaſure, he gained 
'exccedring great ſummes of morey : as is credibly re- 
corded not only by Hieronimns Rhodius, and Ariſtorle 
in Greeke, but alſo by Tullic Ne-Danatione, and diners 
other in Latine : Ariſtotle ſaying, one while he did it, 
. Tha oveins, an other while, e agporegies : and Solon 
the wiſe Lawmaker among the Athenians, following his 
aduiſe, ſet downe certaine Aſtrologieall obſeruations of 
the AEquinettia, and corrected the Attique yeare; as ap- 
peareth by manic hiſtories: and finally by the defect: 
of the Moone and Sunne, he prognoſticated the defects 
and ſubuerſions of certaine ſtates and kingdoms in Afia, 


as out of Plinies Naturall hiſtorie, I haue ſpecially no- 


ted in my briefe Treatiſe of the late eclipſe. I ſfiould be 
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ouer tedious vnto your Lordſhip, if | ous

ties, whiche Icoulde cafily e to the fame cite; 
wherebyir is cenaynlye euident, that as wiſe, and wary 
thy men, as euet were in the worlde , both made yerys 
ſpeciall account of this ſtudie in other, and trauailed ex» 
ceedinglye therein themſclues : as namely lulius Cæ . 
far, Octauius Auguſtus , Ptolomey, oſius, one of 
the beſt Emperovrs , Frederick the ſecond, (who cau- 
{cd Prolomey , Meflahalahy, and diuers other princes 
pall Aſtrologers , to be tranſlated out of the Arabian in- 
to Latine; Hos quia confilys . conducere ſenſit: 28 
Hellerus wnteth to Emeſtus , Prince of Hennenberg:) 
Alphonſus the moſt excellent kinge of Artagonia, and 
Naples: Matthias Corvinns of Hungarie: Chatles the 
fit of famous memotie, and fundrye other, as wel Prit- 
ces, as ſubiectes of the moſt notable ſort. Bur I can not 
preternit that Aſtrologicall conference betwene Cz+ 
ſat, and the Ægyptian Prieſt in Lucans Pharſalia, where 
Czſars one confeſsion of him ſelfe is thus deliuered: 
media inter prielia ſemper, flellarum, crliq; plagis ſuperisq, va 
caui + Eudo xi Faftos nofter ſuperabit c“ Anns . Which 
he in deede performed, correftiog. and reforming:the 
Romane yeare by the helpe of Soſigenes, as Solon did 
the Attique-yeare by the helpe of Thales: another ma» 
ner of reformation, than that of the Calender, which 
Pope Gregone the xiij. hath newly publiſhed , by the 
helpe of I knowe not what Aſtrologets. As ſor the reſt, 
leaſt I ſhould ſeeme to forget my ſelte, in not having that 
regard to your Lordſhips perſon ich I ought, I wil re- 
ſetue their Aſtrological commendations vnto ſome fit- 
ter place, thinking it ſufficient for this preſent. to ſtande 
vpon the Reaſons , which Melancthon, a man as vour

Nowe I ſee not greatly, 
what remayneth to be yet obiected: vnleſſe N 
will oppoſe the olde decrees of the Romane d enate, d. 
ſome newer imperiall lawes , againſt all ſuche, as wers . 
vulgarly called Mathematici, Chaldes, Ariel, and Da- 
uinateres, of whome Vlpian the famous Lawyertrea- i 
teth libro 7. de officio Proconſidie, vader the title, De Ma- 
thematicis, er Vaticinateribus ; Which verye title I have 
hearde ſo alleaped. Whereunto , firſt I might aunſwere, 
tharthey diſpute not ad idem: thoſe lawes being made 
caly againſt ſuch, as Moyles condemnethin the — 11. of 
cutero- 
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Peutetonomie: v ho vainly tooke ypon them / eo diving 
e e and ſuperſtitious ſorceries, numbers, lottes, 
ters, charmes. intetrogatories propounded to the 
dead, inſpections of birds, entrals of beaſtes, and ſuch o- 
ther monſtrous , and abhominable meanes : for ſo ſayth 
A. Gellius in his firſt booke of his Noffes Antice : vn 
$405 gentiliuo vocabuls Chaldeos dicere oporter, eo: 2 
maticus voran and Seruius Honoratus vpon the fourth of 
Virgils AEneido: « Cum m [acre Romani ſuſciperent ſem- 
er magica damrarunt; probreſa enim ars habita ef. Second 
hy. chat albeit thoſe Romane lawes had in deede bene de- 
-viſcd as wel againſt their Aſtrolagers then, as againſt a» 
ny other Diuiners or Soothſayers: wharreaſon is there, 
ey ſhould make more againſt outs now, than the like 
lwes make againſt our Rhetoricians, Pluloſophers, Phi» 
-fitians,and in a maner againſt all other profeſſours of a- 
ny liberallante? All ſuch being by one Romane decree 
or other, at one time, or other, vpon one ſuddaine occa»> 
fon, or other, baniſhed the citie, as troubleſom, and 
needeleſſe perſons, in a politike and martiall ſtate, fo 
long as the rage of that tempeſt endured. Thirdly, admit 
their Aſtrological diuinations were lawfully forbidden, 
being found commonly deceitfull and falſe , by reaſon 
ihat the arte it ſelfe was then very vnperfect, and vncer» 
taine, as it continued to the age of Ftolomey, who flou- 
tiſhed but in the time of the Emperour Antoninus Pius, 
which ſucceeded Traian and Adrian: yet may ours ne- 
nertheleſſe lawfully ſtand, the arte being now generally 
of the moſt and beſt acknowledged to be much more 
perfectly reformed, and a right arte in deede: or if that 
ſeeme mote, a tight ſcience in deede. Fot which two laſt 
reaſons. lam to Hanke a late conference , that I had with 
my brother Gabriel. about Hallowmas laſt, touching 
th: validitic of thoſe Romane lawes , As fot other later 
lawes, & ſtatuts. either forrcine,or our one, I know not 
any that vniuerſally and ſimply condemne Aſtrologye:

andas for thoſe, that condemne ſome particular 'abufe 
thereof, I muſt needes confeſle, they are verie wiſe, and 
veceſſarie ordinaunces, to meete with the lewde prafti- 
ſes, and impoſtures of manie, that ynder the pretence of 
their figure commit intolerable villanies, wherein for 
muy parte, I doubt not. but they deſerue the penalties, in- 
flicted vpon them by iw, chinki ing then worthily puni 
ſhed, Pro menſira conſultations, as Vipian ſpeaketh of his

in che natiuities, and deſtinies of their Princes, otherwiſe 
chan is before limited, or ypop the princes owne direct 
commaundement. And yet it either this way. ot any like, - 
the art happen by ſome buſie, and fonde fellowes to bee 
abufed,it hath but the ſame fortune, that all other artes 
and ſciences haue befide:and the Lawiers rule, Abwſus nd 
tollis vſinn. wil Rill ĩuſtifye the right, and commendable 
practiſe thereof. The bounds of which limitation. l ha- 
uing in no way exceded in any part of the diſcourſe fol- 
lowing: I hope, there is nothing therin contained, which, 
conſidering the premiſes, might not proceede, euen from 
one. that were alreadie pofeſled in diuinitie. And. then 
I truſt. m reſpect of the latter, I haue committed no in · 
conuenience, in recommending the ſame to the fauout 
and patronage of ſuch a Devine, as all England knoweth 
your Lordſhip to be;who I doubt not, can iudge exactly . 
therof. For the maner, l am humbly to craue pardon. be- 
ing neither practiſed in writing Engliſh, not purpoſing 
anie ſuch publike dedication at the firſt. It maye perad- 
uenture be an occaſion, that hereafter I ſhal acquaior my 
pen better with enditing in our own toung. In the mean

you with that only famous teſtimony of Me- 
lancton, amongſt many ofhis to the ſame pur⸗ 
poſe, ſet downe in an excellent epiſtle directed 
to the two noble 1 h9nozable Loꝛdes, George 
and Huldrich Fugger, in commendation of A+ 
ſtrologie. Al of found & incorrupt iudgemẽt 
haue knowne and acknowledged that art and 
doctrine to be wholy neceſſarie, which teach- 
eth the periods, and reuolutions, and ſucceſsi- 
one of the yeare. For which conſideration, our 
auntient politique forefathers did publiquely 
commend and allot this carefull ſtudie to the 
learnedſt order of ſuch men as were the kee · 
pers and treaſurers of Religion, to obſerue the 
circuites and diſtanees of the Sunne, togither 
with the equinoxes and ſolſtices, and month- 
ly eſpaces, and to apply and examine theſe ac- 
cording to the motions of the Sun. But what 
followeth 2 Manic haue ſharpely inueied a- 
gainſt that other part of this doctrine, which 
is named Diuination, whereof I haue ſpoken 
more largely and plentifully in another trea- - 
tiſe. And althoughe the places and aſpectes of 
the Starres are not the beginnings of al chaun- 
ces that happen to mankinde, and cauſes muſt 
circumſpectly be diſcerned and diſtinguiſhed, 
and the deceitfull impoſtures of fallifying 
yew 
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prophecies auoided, yet certaine it is, that dy. 
ue rie alterations in the four Elements do pro- 
ceede from Starres, and not onelye tempera- 
ments of mens bodies, but alſo diſpoſitions of 
their mindes are greatelye gouerned by tlioſe 
ſhining Lightes of heauen . But to knowe the 
Cõplexion, auaileth to preſeruatiõ of health, 
and to deſcrie the celeſtial inclinations, is pro- 
fitable to morall behauior and education. For 
you may either rule, or bridle them artificial- 
ly, euen as Jellerephontes then cunningly ma- 
naged Pegaſus, when Pallas headſtalled hym 
with a golden ſuaffle. Wherin foz his opinion 
concerning the teinpetaments of mens bodies, 
be iumpeth with the ancient and moſt renows 
med phiſition Hippocrates, who in his boke de 
are, aqua, & regiouibus, being tranſlated into 
englich ſayeth thus much in effect- It we ſhall 
conſider duly ofthe highelt caules and beings, 
we ſhall finde that Aſtrologie is not the leaſte 
poꝛtion of Phiſicke, ſoꝛ it behoueth þ Phiſition 
to know the Bone , and the ſigne of Deauen 
wherein the Bone is, when any patient be⸗ 
ginneth to fall ſicke, ⁊ ſo fozth, But hereof moꝛe 
at ſome other time, remitting vou in the meane 
while to the learned Apologie of Iunctinus, 
who is copious in theſe pointes , touching the 
defence of Judiciall Aſtrologie.

Foz muche ſhameful x filthie whoꝛe⸗ 
dome ſhal be ſecretely committed, diuerſe hall 
giue ouer them ſclues to pleaſure , voluptuouſ⸗ 
neſle, ryote,vnlawiul toncupiſcence, leacherie, 
foꝛbidden ln#es , and other vncleane milde⸗ 
meanours But let thoſe that are lo coꝛruptlp, 
E vilanouſly affected, be ware in time, leaſt foz 
euere dꝛam of momentanie pleaſure, they bg 
rewarded with a pound of durable fozow, Fo; 
beſids that many ther by ſhall be ſhzewdly ens

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dammaged, x . 

the qualitie of theit deſerts:the reit of that vn 
gractous crew, vnleſte thev repent, and amend 
the ſaner;ſhal altogither moſt wolully periſh, 
ebe vtterly deſtroyed, both gods, body, e ſoule 
to, Haly his iudgement is, y Venus berg ioi- 
ned with the dragons tayſe, ſignifveth that a 
deſtruction of women ſhal enſue ; andthishe 
alſo as reſolutelp affirmeth, that Venus ſitua- 
ted infortunately in the eleuenth houſe, pre- 
ſageth a dearth and ſcarcitie of corne · Final 
Iy, Jam perfwaded , that ſhe wil tauſe very 
many winds, b2inging very muche raine, by 
reaſon of hit octidental comhuſtion in Se. 
nu, in the hbuſe 4 termes ol Mercury. And, as 
foꝛ Mercury, he in ſtatione ſecunda, placed in 
the houſe of pilgrimages,of 1ourneys, ot holxe 
things , and religion: but peregrine, am 
much afflicted in the one and twentith degrer, 
and ꝛ0.minut of Aries, in the houſe t fermes 
of Mars his moꝛtal enemie,doth ſigniffe many 
ioꝛneys, and voyages, much tranailing, great 
remouing from place to place,(fo2 Ares as e- 
uerp one knoweth, is a moueable ſigne, and 
Mercury a conuertible, and wauering pla- 
net) but not without many loſſes, dammages, 
and froubles : ſo generally true it is, that is 
commonly alledged in a manner to this very 
purpoſe, The rowling ſtone ſeldom gathereth 
any 
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any n 2 ſundzy grieuances,much.thekt; 
many v robberies,and ſpoplings, wpth 
wilfull murder, and cruell interfections ſhall 
be committed, in ſuch wile, that plaine, inno⸗ 
cent, and true meaning men, (whereof oute 
woꝛld now adayes is not greatipe lauifh)and 
the honeſt and faithfall dealing merchaunte, 
thalleftſanes goe in daunger of loſing both 
geds and life. Further moꝛe, thys hys vnlucky 
conſtitution doth poztend the irreligious, and 

impious behauiour of diuetſe wicked, obſti- 
nate, ſtubberne, and diſozderly perſons, whoa 
wil not caremoſt deſperately to canipyꝛe, e- 
uen againſt heauen it ſelle, and moſt hoꝛribly 
to abuſe tuen Jeſus himſell, in not eſteæming 
his ſacred bleſſed woꝛde, in reuiling his zea⸗ 
lous pzeachers, in making na actount o reli⸗ 
gion, pietie, and godlines, in abandoning God 
him ſelfe out of their companie, and betabing 
themſelues to al villanie. Likewiſe this hys 
infoꝛtunate tate, thꝛeatneth like troubles, de⸗ 
trimentes, and daungers vnto thoſe, that are 
Percuriffs,as namely, vnto Embaſſadoꝛs, ſe- 
cretaries, Notaries, Regiſters, Clarks, Scri- 
ueners, Peſſengers, Factours, erters, i ſuch 
other: as alſo vato diners of the learneder 
lo:te, amongeſt whome (ome hote contronerſies 
and contentians are like to ariſe,touching ſome 
new contrary eee * 
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ctionately wedded to their own conceits. Item, 
Luna peregrine in the fourth degree, and 58. mi⸗ 
nut of Sagittarius, decreaſing in light, and actõ⸗ 
pamied with hir Dꝛagons heade, in the lourth 
bouſe and nigh the fift, being but ſire houres be- 
foze,molt infoztunately in oppoſit ion, and at de- 
flance with the gentle and merciful planet Ve- 
nus, of whome J ſpake befoze,betokeneth many 
heauie calamities, impꝛiſõments, diſturbances, 
and tribulations, with much thought, anguiſhe, 
and ſozrow amongſt the common people, whe 
notwithſtanding ſhall not be puniſhed oz afflic 
ted, but acco2ding to their owne rebellious de⸗ 
ſartes and miſdemeano2s: foz hir oppoſitis with 
Venus, Ladie ofthe o. houle, ſignifieth the diſs 
lopal and unfaithful heartes of many frowarde 
and diſobedient perſons,rebelliouſly ſet againſts 
their Pagiſtrates, helping foz warde the miſ⸗ 
chieles and hoꝛrpꝛs pꝛeſaged by the infozt 
conſtitution of Mars. And thzoughhir copany 

the Dꝛagõs head, ſne portendeth cõluming di- 
ſeales, many waters, & loſſe in al kinds of pulſe | 
as acredible anthoz teſtiſieth. And hir applicas 
tion vnto frowning Saturne , byanaſpectuall 
radiation, mean, a malitious quartile afpect; 
ſheweth that there ſhall happen to men deade⸗ 
les diſeaſes, terrible dzcames and 1 
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— 2 And, what faith Haly 
Cap r. 8? the funne is the lite and foule of 
the world when he is vnluckily affected, 
the aier is intemperate, as if the moone be vn : 
happie, the carth is troubled : An other iudge · 
ment of his is thus deliuered in the third chap» 
ter of the ſame eight parte. It the fierie Tripit- 
citie be holie intortunate (as now it is in the 
figure erected for the time Tipeak of) both dã · 
mages, and greate chaunces ſhail befal Lordes, 
Princes, and notable men. Likewiſe the vnluc- 
kie and euill conſtitution of :the ſigne in the 
eleuenth and fifte houſe, (inwhiche ſigne Lu- 
na is now placed) beareth the fame gagmificati- 
on. Item Saturne plated in the tight houſe, and 
lozd of the fixte houſe, whych is the houſe ot 
griefes, of diſeaſes, and bondage of bodice, foe» 
cheweth manye daungerous , and mo2-

houſes tagither with certaine other Jncidentes 
Whyche by the figure erectcd might Altrological- 
ly be gathered, fo2 bꝛeuities ſake, and fo ſoms 
other god conſiderations , J addenothing,- ac- 
knowlenging, that the heavenly and almightis 
Jupiter, (that J may lo ſpeake)ſitting aboue Sol 
am Luna in his euerlaſting maieſtie, ruleth 
bothe Saturne and Iupiter, at his gratious wil 
and pleaſure, as alſo furious Mars —— 
Venus and Mercury tw: qu inc ſinant modo, now 
neceſſitaut, as is truly ani weared in an olde di- 
Linction . Neuerthrleſle , J am verily perſwa- 
ded, that no Nation oz Countrie ſhal beholde 
this greate Comunction vnpuniſhed:but anogt 
the reit, they J graunte, ſhal eſpeciallye fc le the _ 
vehement fo2ce,and violente thercof, that inha · 
bite luch regions, as arc lubiec to the firſke and 
ſecond Climate. | 

- Thus,as compoudioully, asonthe ſodaing 
Acoulde,Jhaue here, Brother, waitten dolune, 
in what ſigne, and parte of heaven euerp planet 
ſhal be placed: how affected and diſpoſed in the 
celeſtial ſcheme, at that verye inſtant and m8- 
ment, in which this great, and wonderſul Con- 
iunction ſhal happen, with ihe ſe ueral. and ſpect- 
all anifications of eache ot them particularly, 
accoꝛding to the plate of their reſidence at that

Nowe, to treate ſomewhat maꝛe ſpeciallys 
touching the weather, conſtitution of the ayꝛe, 
I haue god conietturai Arguments fo perſuade 
mee, that greate ſtoꝛe ot raine and colde is lyke 
to enſue, that we ſhal haue muche haile, thun- 
der, and lightning, much vaſcaſonable, immo- 
derate,tempeſtuous, and bopſterous weather, 
that huge waters mal ariſe, that floudes extras 
oꝛdinarily ſhal encreaſe , many overſiowings 
happen, diuerſe irruptions of waters ſodaine- 
ty bꝛeake ont,cauſing ſome loſſe by lande, but 
muche greater decaye of ſubſtaunce by ſhippe- 
wꝛackes an the ſcas; whereby vorpe many ſhall 
be ſhzewdbly endammaged, and not a few vtter- 
lye vndone ,  Whiche operations and effedes, 
the late Eclipſe of tho Þunne, which happened 
the laſte yeare 1 5 8 2. the twentieth daye of 
June 
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Junein the waterie figne Cancer, ſhal marnet- 
lym Winter this peare, 1583. fozthele ſoꝛe⸗ 
ſaide Accidentes ſhall continewe vntil the bes 
ginning of the nerte ſpzyng after, Avvo 
I 55.4. At whyche time abonk the end of Marth, 
and the beginning of Apꝛikl, there ſhal hap- 
pen a wonderful,Rraunge, and rare Coniun- 
ion, convent, oꝛ aſſemblie in a manner of ail 
' theplanefsin Arien; a fierie ſigne . Ss that 
then both Saturne and lupiter ſhal ſoꝛſake / 
cen the laſte ſigne ofthe waterie Triplicitie, and 
inhabite Arias the firſte ſigne ot᷑ the fierie Tri⸗ 
anularitte: which alteration from one contra- 
rie triplicitis to his contrarp. cannot be without 
diuerſe newe effects oppoſite to the fozmer, Foʒ 
ſo Haly concludeth , when two ſupetiour and 
waightic planets (as Saturne and Tupiter are) 
go from one triplicitie to an other, or from 
one nature to an other, or from one likeneſſe 
to another, they cauſe diuerſities and contratie 
effectes Mherfoꝛe now þ watrie Trigone ſhal 
periſhe, and be turned info fire ; lupiter ſhal be 
ioyned with Sol, with Mercury, and with Luna:

neth of arch, when there was the like coacers 
uation of bath ſuperiour and inferiour planets 
in thys very ſigne Arret, there folowed immedi⸗ 
ately a great Comete A 1424. after the likes 
meeting of the planets in the ſeconde ſterie ſigne 
Leo, there appeared like wiſe a ſlerie Comef.As' 
alſo after their Coniunction in the thirde ſleris 
ligne g. trery. Anno 814. beſae the death of 
— moſte reno wmed Emperour 
Carolus Magnus, there enſued in like manner. 
a terrible and tragical Comet. Andif a Comet; 
as J haus nowe pꝛobablye inferred, that ariſe, 
thele effects muſte be laked fo2, much ſcoꝛching 
and vehement heat, the dꝛxing vp of pondes and 
derpe waters: barraine and bnfruitefull feines: 
and conſequently a dearth of al vicuals, beſides - 
a loze death of 223 
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ſes amongeſt men. But if na Comet apptare, 
there ſhal doubtleffe be ſeene other hozrible, and 
ruful viſions in the Heauens, and manye ver ye 
ſcraunge + terrible ſightes in the middle region 
ofthe ayꝛe, as flerie « h and flas 
mings of fire, wonderfull traiections, and im- 
paeſſions, muche lightning, and thunder mixte 
wyth haile. Whereby many ſha be periltcufty 
terrified, and fome miſetably vndone. Foz euen 
at the verye {clfe ſame time the operations and 
effectes of the ſunnes Eclipſe, which hapned tre 
taſte peare 1582. as alſo of this great t᷑ ſtrange 
Coniunction ſhall till continue ; whiche ſhal al⸗ 
ter ward be accompanyed wyth an other fearful 
and pernicious Eclipſe, 15 85. tn 7 a»70, nighths 
head of Meduſa, called ofþ Arabians, Capne +/+ 
x«l,amolte hurtefull, vislent, cruel, and moztait 
fired ſtarre, ot᷑ the nature of Saturne and Venus: 
Whoſe ſignifications, foꝛ ſo muche as they are 
not alike, the one thꝛeatnin; vehement heate, the 
other extreame colde, and withal the great Con⸗ 
iunction of Saturne and Mars in P:/ces; a watrie 
ligne: and the greate Coniunction of lupiter and 
Mars in Aries, a ſieris ſigne, both in Apꝛil next, 
1584. beyng there vnto ioyned, whereol allo the 
one thzeatneth exceſſiue cold, the other exceeding 
heate, there muſte neceſſarily follow very greate 
inequalitie ofthe apꝛe,⁊ very much inconftancie 
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nings in clouds ſhall enſue, as Leouitius (peas 
keth, vet the fozce and power of this Toniun-

verie inſtant conioyned in the ſeuenth Degrer,
